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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 3-8 and 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Gollobin et al U.S. Pat. No. 5,330,438. 

Gollobin discloses a protector sheath comprises: a cylindrical main body, at least 
three slit provided in a side wall of the main body, and wherein each of said three slits 
(36) comprises a proximal end portion having a slot (42) with a closed end and capable 
of accommodating the wing of the winged needle (figs. 2-8), a middle portion parallel to 
the axis of the main body (figs. 2-4, 7 and 8) and a distal end, portion having a shallow V 
shape or an arched shape (distal end portion of figs. 2-4, 7 and 8)), the proximal end 
portion of the slit being configured such that it receives the wing so that the needle tube 
of the winged needle is arranged parallel to the axis of the main body (fig. 8), and the 
shallow V shape or arched shape slit of the distal end portion slit being arranged to 
extend in a direction that is not parallel to the axial direction of the main body (figs. 3, 4, 
7 and 8); as to claims 3-5, (figs. 2-8); as to claims 6-9, (figs. 2 and 4); as to claim 10, 
(fig. 3); as to claim 11, (fig. 2); as to claim 12, (fig. 4).

Response to Arguments
